[Stn Jonn Exrpon Gonst, despite his sevonty years, 
is ctill one of the most piquant and striking personali- 
ties in Parliament. has been called many hard 
things, including “a political enigma,’’ because he has 
never hesitated to La his convictions and principles 
before the claims of party: witness his action on the 
Education Act. Sir John is usually described as a 
profound cynic, but those who know him best say that, 
at bottom, he is a most kind, simple-hearted man, who 
is especially devoted to children. Certainly, if the 
disgracefy state of affairs under which the children 


of poor liave to attend school and do exhaustin, 
on em stomachs is ever to be remedied, ii 
will be due mainly to Sir John Gorst’s untiring efforte. 


A “Lancashire lad’’ by birth, Sir John was educated 
at Preston Grammar School, and St. John’s College, 
Cambridge, where he came out 8rd Wrangler. Then 
mt four adventurous years in New Zealand, as 
Commissioner at Waikato. Among the high 

ublic offices Sir John has held may be mentioned

If the private member dares to reveal the true state 
of opinion in his constituency, the whole power of the 
party press is thrown against him, and in nine cases 
out of ten he goes under. But the private member 
does not often attempt to serve any interests but his 
own. 

There never was a time when the wishes of the 
people were more flagrantly misrepresented both in and 
out of Parliament. Therefore I say that to anyone 
who regards politics as something more than a game 
of rd political life under its present conditions is 
little short of intolerable, and it is certainly not worth 
while to be a private member of Parliament. 

But in one res Parliamentary life has greatly 
improved since I entered it—I mean in the aboli- 
tion of all-night sittings. I well remember how 
ashamed I to feel as I slunk home in the early 
mornings, exposed to the iles and jeers of the 
honest workmen going out to their toil, who evidently 
thought that I was some disreputable roué returning 
home after a night of debauchery. ;
